“6(2) : For the purpose of categorisation of posts under 
sub-regulation (1), every branch of the Bank shall 
bo classified by the Bank, in accordance with the 
criteria to be approved by the Government, as 
small, medium, large, very large or exceptionally 
large category,” 

3.(b) At the beginning of Regulation 12(2) of the Alla¬ 
habad Bank (Officers*) Service Regulations, 1979 the words 
“save as provided in sub-regulation (3)” has since been 
added, 

3,(c) After sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 12 of the 
Allahabad Bank (Officers’) Service Regulations, 1979 the 
following sub-regulation has since been added :— 

“(3) Any officer who has exercised option referred to in 
sub-regulation (1) and continues to draw pay and allowances 
according to his entitlement in the service of the Bank imme¬ 
diately prior to the appointed date, in terms of sub-regula¬ 
tion (2) shall bo allowed to opt for pay and allowances as 
applicable under these regulations on and from 1-2-84. On 
exercising such option, he will be fitted notionaly on the

Provided that if the aggregate of pay and allowances pay¬ 
able under these regulations to the officer after fitment as 
above is lower than the aggregate of pay and allowances 
that were payable to him as on 31-1-84 before such fitment, 
the difference shall be paid to him as a Personal Allowance 
which shall be absorbed in the future increments to the 
extent of 33-1/3 percent of each such increment or 33-1/3 
percent of the increase in the salary as a consequence of 
such increment, whichever is lower. 

3,(d) The words “/Committees" or “/Special Committtees” 
have since been inserted after the words “Committee” or 
"Special Committee” wherever appearing in the Regulation 
19 of the Allahabad Bank (Officers’) Service Regulations, 
1979. 

3.(e) The Regulation 30 of the Allahabad Bank (Officers’)

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-regulation 
(1), each constituency shall have at least two person elected 
therefrom to the Council.”

No. Fin/Rules/160/180 L—The following amendments 
may be made in the Indian Airlines Staff Housing Loan

Chapter II (IN DIV! DU A L)—Regulation 16. Repayment of 
Loan ' * 

Para (1) of Regulation 16 may be amended to read as 
under:— 

“The loan granted to an employee under these Regula¬ 
tions together with interest thereon shall be repaid in full 
by monthly instalments within a period not exceeding 20 
years or before the employee’s retirement whichever is 
earlier. Firstly recovery of the loan shall be made in not 
more than 180 monthly instalments and the interest 
shall be recovered in not more than 60 monthly instalments 
instalments”.
